The statement of a witness who said 
that Mrs: Mae Evelyn Taylor of St.

Paul theatrical man, was indignantly 
branded as ‘“‘a damn lie’ by Mrs. Taylor 
in a deposition taken in St. Paul Nov. 
48 and filed in Judge Foster’s court 
Tuesday to be used in the suit of Wil- 


liam E. Taylor, her divorced husband, 
who charges Cash with alienating Mrs. 
Taylor’s affections and asks $20,000 dam- 
ages. 

Mrs. Taylor added, addressing Tay- 
lor’s lawyer, C. J. Anderson of St. 
Louis, “If you trifle with my good name 
I'll get even with you.”’ 

Mrs. Taylor was asked if her husband 
had contributed in any way to her sup- 
port since she had obtained a divorce. 

“He hasn’t even paid the alimony,”’ 
she replied, “‘which I am going to get if 
I Ka@ve to take it out of his hide.” 

‘Divorced, Hushund Sued Man. 

Mrs, Taylor obtained a divorce in St. 
Paul last February. Several months ago 
Cash was served with Taylor’s aliena- 
tion suit while he (Cash) was on a visit 
to St. Louis and was Taylor’s guest at 
the theater. 

The Taylor's formerly lived in St. 
Paul, but separated a short time after 
they moved to St. Louis. Taylor is an 
interior decorator and is now employed 
by a local.department store. His aliena- 
ea, suit against Cash is set for trial 
) In the deposition filed Tuesday, Mrs. 
Taylor was asked if Cash had not given 
her a trunk, a leather suitcase, a dia- 
mond ring, a gold. bracelet and an ex- 
pensive hat. - 

‘No, he did not, ’ ‘she said, “‘he never 
gave me any presents. The only, thing 
he ever gave me was‘a book contain- 
ing 100 toasts which he presented to my 
husband and myself, as much to him as 
to me, Christmas, 1906.” 

She denied that Cash had es 
to do with her divorce suit and said 
she and her sister had paid the ex- 
penses of that litigation. 

“Have you remarried since your di- 
vorce?’’ she was asked. 

Admits She Is Engaged. 

She said she had not, but admitted 
that she was engaged to be married and 
had been engaged since July. 

“TI expect to be married if they’!l let 
me alone,’’ she said. 

She was asked if Cash was her fiance. 

“Well, I should say not,’’ she an- 
swered. 

She said that the subject of marriage 
never had been mentioned by Cash and 
herself. She left Taylor because she 
did not want to live with him any more, 
she said. 

The final quarrel, according to her 
testimony, arose when Taylor started 
downtown to go to a wrestling match. 
Cash was present when she told Taylor 
that, in her opinion, he had ‘‘no busi- 
ness’’ going out that evening. 

“Didn’t Mr. Cash say to Mr. Taylor, 
‘Bill, you’re on the blow number; you'll 
have to go?’ 

“No, he dig not,’’ said Mrs. Taylor, 
“Mr. Cash and Mr. Taylor left the 
house together that evening.’’. 

Says He Is Not Her Friend, 

Mrs. Taylor said that Cash was a 
friend of her husband, not her friend, 
and that it was Taylor who had brought 
Cash and Cash’s daughter, Mrs. Walter 
Groner, and her husband, to board 
with them. 

She also denied that Cash had named 
his private .car ‘“‘Hilma,” in her honor. 
She said her name was Mae Evelyn, 
and not “Hilma.’’ She gave her age as 
30, saying that was ‘“‘a particular point 
with a lady.” 

She denounced as a ‘‘roustabout” a 
physician who had testified that she 
was on the Cash private car. 

Mrs. Taylor’s brother is Prof. John E. 
Lindeberg, superintendent of the Seat- 
tle (Wash.) High School. A sister, Miss 
Selma Lindeberg, is principal of the 
Monticello (Minn.) High School. 

Attached to the deposition was a letter 
written to Taylor by Mrs. Taylor, fol- 
lowing their separation. In that letter 
she said she still wanted to wear his 
name, as it was “a pretty name, and 
the owner was not a bad fellow.”” She 
used endearing terms in the letter.

Workmen Unearth Bones 
of Ancient Moundbuilders 
in Little Hillock. 











Human bones, believed to have been 
those of mound-builders, 
at Second and St. Clair avenue, East 
St. Louis, Tuesday, by workmen who 
were digging an excavation for a hay 
warehouse. 

One skeleton was walled up in a 
stone tomb eight feet high. When a 
heavy slab of rock was taken from the 
top the skeleton, standing upright, 
could ,be seen within. 

It was that of a man apparently 7 
feet tall. An effort was made to re- 
move the skeleton intact, but when other 
stones were removed it fell to pieces. 


Bones Fall Apart, 
Buried. under 5 feet of earth, near the 
base of this ancient tomb, were found 
the skeletons’ of the other* men, all 


in- a. cfrele about . the © tomb, 
where their chieftain had been walled 
up. As the ground was cleared away 
these skeletons also fell apart. Three 
skulls were intact. 

Despite the efforts to keep the bones 
together, most of them were carried 
away by persons living in the neigh- 
borhood, who overran the workmen and 
took the bones to their homes for rel- 
ics. 

In the bottom of the chief’s tomb 
were found pottery bowls, flint arrow 
heads and a stone hatchet. 

Interest in the excavation began to 
develop Monday afternoon, when sever- 
al small bones were found by William 
Lasdy, the foreman In charge of the 
work. The news of these discoveries 
caused a crowd to gather when digging 
Was resumed Tuesday. 

Lasdy, his employer, Contractor E. C. 
Gedney, and all of the workmen, as 
well as many of the persons living in 
the neighborhood, vouch for the find- 
ing of the gigantic bones in the tomb 
and the skeletons around it. 

Some recall stories, frequently told, 
that in the old days a chief’s wives 
were buried alive with him at his death. 

At the point where the bones were 
found there was a hillock, about 7 feet 
high at the summit. It was always 
thought to be an Indian mound.

Five years ago he 
married Miss Georgia Allyn and went to 
live with her parents in a large farm- | 
house, He was athletic, but was devoted * 
to study. His young wife was fond of 
society and was often seen at parties | 
without him. 

Their relatives knew that they quar- 
reled occasionally, but their differences 
were considered only such controversies 


as young married folks often have, and} 


little attention was paid to them. Samp- 
séh was on the best of terms with his 


wife’s people, and in their differences | 


her parents were usually on his side. 
Letter Cause of Tragedy. 


Mrs. Sampson went driving alone a 
great deal, but in view of her hus- 
band’s preference for his books mo sig- 
nificance was attached to this. Neigh- 
bors are recalling now that she was 
in the habit of driving over to a place 
known as Yellow Mills, where she 
would leave her horse and journey to 
Rochester. She has many friends in 
the latter city. 

According to the testimony, Mrs. 
Sampson was in Rochester on the day 
before her husband’s death. The police 
say that in her absence a letter ad- 
dressed to her was received at the farm- 
house and opened by her husband. 
Whether the contents of the letter were 
displeasing to him is not known, but the 
police say that later in the day he 
went over to Yellow Millis and returned 
home alone in the rig his wife had left 
there. 

It is further charged by the police 
that when Mrs. Sampson returned to 
the Mills and found the rig gone she 
was compelled to finish the rest of her 
journey of three miles on foot in a driv- 
ing rain.

- Monopoly Was Charged. 

“Don't. you recall that in the answer 
of Schofield, Schurmer & Teagle they 
set up the claim that the Standard was 
trying to obtain a monopoly of the re- 
fining business in Ohio and that this 
agreement was part of the conspiracy 
to such an end?” 

“I could not state from my recellec- 
tion, but I assume that they probably 
did not fail to state everything they 
could think of.’’ 

Mr. Rockefeller was told that Virgil 
P. Kline, who afterward had been a 
Standard Oil attorney, was then coun- 
sel for Schofield, Schumer & Teagle. 

“Well, they had a very capable at- 
torney,’’ said Mr. Rockefeller. 

Denied Standard Owned Roads. 

The witness said in reply to other 
questions that a similar contract was 
made with the Pioneer Oil Co., but he 
couldn’t remember whether he stated in 
the contract that the Standard operated 
refineries only in Cleveland and Bay- 
onne. 

He understood, he said, that he had 
made an affidavit in connection with 
this contract.to the effect that the 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio had not 
owned any stock of any railroads or 
Pipe lines. 

“You were trying to give the impres- 
alien at that time that the large num- 
ber of companies you had acquired an 
interest in were not controlled by the 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio?”

“Is it not a fact that Mr. Archbold, 
Mr. Flagler and others, in 1875 and later, 
made affidavits and public statements 
that the Standard Oil Co. of Ohio had 
no interest in these subsidiary com- 
panies?” | 

“I could not say anything about the 
statements they may have made.”’ 

Mr. Rockefeller was asked if he had 
not made an affidavit that the Standard 
had made contracts with railroads 
whereby the Standard had obtained re- 
bates for guaranteeing a certain vol- 
ume of oil. He did not recall. 

Evades Concealment Query. 

“Didn't the officers and agents of the 
Standard Oil Co. of Ohio at that time 
control a majority of the stecks of the 
subsidiary companies with the idea of 
concealing their real ownership?’ 

“It may have been that the properties 
were owned by individuals who were 
stockholders in the Standard Oil Co. of: 
Ohio.” 


Mr. Rockefeller said that he never 
heard of the General Industrial Develop- 
ment Syndicate, limited, of Lendon, nor 
did he know whether the Standard owns 
the Manhattan Oil Co. of Ohio. 

Mr. Kellogg asked Mr. Rockefeller to 
find out’ who owns those companies and 
also the London Commercial Printing 
and Investment Co. and the Security 
Oil Co. of Texas.

The coach in which the murder took 
place was a composite with two first- 
Class compartments in the center and 
two second-class and a servants’ com- 
partment at the ends, The first-class 
compartments were occupied by Miss 
Taylor and the other by an officer. 

In the second-class, nearest Miss Tay- 
lor, were a Subadar-major and his fam- 
ily, and the one furthest off contained 
four non-commissioned officers and a 
civilian passenger.

Then Retracted His State- 

ments, Pleading Housekeep- 
er Had Misled Him. 





Disregarding an invitation to return to 
her mother in St. Louis, Mrs. Lillie 
Terry persists in remaining in Trenton, 
N. J., where her husband, Dr. George 
Lee Terry, is under arrest. The chage 
against him, one of perjury. is based 
on statements he is said to have made 
in trying to get a divorce. 

Mrs. Terry, once Miss Lillie Graves, 
who is the daughter of Mrs. George 
S. Sinclair of 1384 Unfon boulevard, is 
now less than 24 years old, but has been 
twice a wife, her first marriage having 
taken place when she was 13 years old. 
Her first husband, Ernest Lakin, died 
soon. after their marriage, and a son 
was born after his death. 

Remaining but a few months a widow, 
the young mother married Dr. Terry, a 
dentist, then a resident of St. Louis. 
They lived successively in San Fran- 
cisco, in Pittsburg and in Trenton, and 
three children were born. 

Accused New York Man. 


Last May, according to dispatches 
from Trenton, Dr. Terry made charges 
to a lecal prosecuting official against a 
New York man of means. He based his 
accusations on the statement of a wom- 
an whom he had employed as a house- 
keeper in his Trenton home, and who 
told of visits made there--by the New 
York man in Terry’s absence. 

No action was taken on the charges, 
and counter demands for investigation 
caused the housekeeper to be closely 
questioned. She confessed, it is now 
stated, that she had made a false state- 
ment, and said she had done so at the 
instance of others, chiefly of Dr. Terry. 

The housekeeper finally told the au- 
thorities, it is stated, that she never 
saw the man whom she accused of vis- 
iting the house in Terry’s absence, un- 
til, by his own demand, she was made 
to confront him. 

It was -her understanding, and that 
of the authorities, that Dr. Terry desired 
her false testimony as an aid in getting 
a divorce. 

When the woman’s. statement became 
known to him, Dr. Terry issued a state- 
ment purporting to be an exoneration of 
the man he had accused, Terry said he 
had been misinformed. At the same 
time he induced Mrs. Terry, who had 
been parted from him, to return to him. 

Fhe authorities were not- satisfied with 
Terry’s statement, and his arrest, on a 
charge of perjury preferred by the New 
York man, followed.

Fired Without a Word.

The Kansas Natural Gas Co., of 
which Barnsdall is president, and Mc- 
Dowell is general manager, is one of a 
group of Western enterprises in which 
it is believed that Barnsdall is merely 
acting as the representative of Standard 
Oil interests. In connection with this 
and other deals it is stated in New York 
dispatches that Barnsdall is aiding John 
D. Rockefeller getting a monopoly 
en the gas and oil lands of the South- 
west. 








Barusdall and Standard Oil. 

It is said that Rockefeller is endeav- 
oring to gain control of all the pipe 
lines and most of the oil and gas 
producing territory in Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Texas, and that huge loans 
made to Barnsdall upon: securities not 
considered gilt-edge, were in pursuance 
of the plan to monopolize the oil and 
gas output by the Standard. 

Barnsdall borrowed $7,500,000 upon se- 
curities that were never put upon the 
beoks of the Standard Oil Co. as col- 
lateral. He paid interest in notes which 
were subsequently charged off. Wii- 
liam G. Rockefeller, a brother of John 
D., described thig deal in detail during 
his testimony in ene ef the Standard 
Oil cases a year ago.

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The Rev. Father Charies F. Ziegler, 
76 years old, pastor of St. Malachy’s 
Church, die@ at the parochial residence, 
2904 Clark avenue, early sday. 

A stroke of paralysis a week ago was 
the direct cause of death. he vener- 
able priest never rallied andyfor several 
days prior to his passing away it was 
known to his friends and many of his 
parishioners that there was no hope 
that he would ever again leave his bed. 

Father Ziegler, thougn one of the old- 
est, was also one of the most energetic 
ef the parish priests of St. Louis until 
a few months ago, when his health 
showed signs of failing. 

For more than forty years he had ad- 
ministered the affairs of Sts Malachy’s 
parish, which he had built up from 
little mere than a mission post to one 
ef the richest parishes in St., Louis. 

He went there in 1864, 10 years after 
his ordination at the Old Cathedral at 
Second and Walnut streets. 

Worked With Protestants, 

On Oct. 2, 1904, the parish celebrated 
the golden jubilee of Father Ziegler. 
Distinguished prelates from all parts of 
the country came to 8t. Louis to honor 
the fameus churchman and to hear him 
repeat the sermen which he had deliv- 
ered on is ordination day 60 years be- 
fore. 

In 1902 Father Ziegier attracted wide 
attention by organizing the St. Mala- 
chy’s Pure Home and Protective Asso- 
ciatien to prevent the segregation of 
vice in- his parish. In this fight he 
was aided by many Protestant clergy- 
men. 

Father Ziegler for years had been a 
member of the S8t. Louis archdiocese 
and was preminently connected with 
other church institutions. 

Arrangements for the funeral have not 
yet been made.

ASSOCIATES DISAGREE: 


Millionaires Declare Abolition 
of Duty on Steel Would 
Be Disastrous at 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—In_ conse- 
quence of the declaration of Andrew 
Carnegie, in an article in the forthcom- 
ing number of the Century Magazine, 
that the tariff schedules on iron and 
steel should be abolished, the Ways 
and Means Committee last night tele- 
graphed an invitation to Mr. Carnegie 
to appear before it this week to tell 
what he knows about the steel industry, 
and the possibility of the reduction of 
the tariff on iron and steel products. 

Cengressman W. H. Graham, who 
represents the North Side of Pittsburg, 
which is dotted with stéel mills, was 
very outspoken against Mr. Carnegie’s 
views. He said: 

‘It is scarcely consistent for Mr. Car- 
negie to talk in that way now after 
having been one of the greatest bene- 
ficfaries.in the world of the policy of 
protective tariff. 

“While he is right in so far as he 
favors moderation in tariff duties, he is 
wrong, in my judgment when he talks 
of taking duties altogether away from 
some of the manitfactured products. 
There shéuld be a revision, not remov- 
al. I think Mr. Carnegie goes entirely 
too far in his statement.” 

Disagree With Carnegie. 

Members ef the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciatien of Iron, Steel and Tin Plate 
Workers de not agree with Mr. Carne- 
gie that the tariff should be removed 
from certain fren and steel products. 
John Williams, the secretary, will 
head a large committee which will go. 


the committee on tariff revision. 

In: thé Century arfticle Carhegie de- 
clares himself in favor of a tariff for 
revenue only, insists that steel products 
be put on the free list and scores the 
tariff on ofl which protects John D. 
Rockefeller’s Standard Oil Co., in an 
article he’ has written for the December 
number ‘ef the Century Magazine. 

In the article, entitled “My Experi- 
ence With and Views Upon the Tariff,’’ 
Mm Carnegie calls hititself a “‘conserva- 
tive reformer’ and says ‘“‘the writer 
having been classed: with the ‘robber 
tariff barons,’ may probably be pro- 
claimed as a convert to new views since 
he retired from manufacturing, but his 
associates know better and many a for- 
eign manufacturer could tell of the 
prephecy with which he has so often 
startled them; namely, that;in a short 
time America wetld become the lead- 
ing manufacturer and forernost apostle 
ef free trade, while other countries 
would be discussing whether or not to 
put up the barriers.”’ 

Would Tax the Rich. 

In revising the tariff Mr. Carnegie 
argues that Cengress should use it “asa 
potent engine’ for lessening the con- 
trast between the multi-millionaires and 
the laborers. To this end he declares 
foreign luxurtes should be heavily taxed 
fer revenue, not fer protection, because 
such luxuries are’ beught by the rich 


upon the rich. 

He quotes statistics te prove that most 
of the duties collected under the present 
tariff are upon luxuries and the burden 
falls therefore upon the rich. ‘‘We have 
$216,000,000 out of a tetal of $332,000,000 
collected frem the Iuxuries of the rich, 
who alone use foreign articles to any 
exterit.”’ 

He alsq points to the heavy internal 
taxes upon liquors and tobacco and 
urges that the former be further in- 
creased. 

Says Workmen Are Untaxed. 

“The workman who neither drinks nor 
smekes,”” he says, “Is thus virtually 
free frem national taxation either 
threugh tariff er internal revenue, ex- 
cept upon sugar, which is the only 
important imported taxed article of gen- 
eral censumptieon by rich and peor 
alike.’”’ 

The sugar tax, he says, is te develop 
the sugan beet industry, and adds “a 
few years should determine the success 
er failure of this experiment.” 

Turning to reductions of the tariff, 
he says of Congress:. “Its first care 
sheuld be to maintain present duties, 
and even in some cases increase them, 
upon all articles used almost exclusively 
by the rich, and this net fer pretec- 
tien, but for revenue, *net drawn from 
the workers but from the rich. 

No More “Infant Industries.” 

“Its second duty is to reduce duties 
greatly upon manufactured articles and 
to abolish entirely those no longer need- 
ed,”’ 

“Our ‘infant industries’ of the past 
have reached maturity,” he says, “and, 
speaking generally, are now quite able 
to pretect themselves.”’ 

To prove that the. steel industries 
need no protection, he says: “Not a 
ton ef steel is produced in the world at 
as small an outlay for labor as in our. 
own country.’ 

Then he adds, “It may probably be 
found that there exists the small man- 
ufacturer of seme specialty in steel 
which still needs a measure. of protec- 
tion.” 

Next he takes up oil and says that 
Congress authorized the levy of a tax 
upon oll from any country which taxed 
oll imports from America. Russia taxes 
American oils and thus Russian oils are 
taxed here.

Passengers Try to Climb 
Through Windows as Trol- 
ley Is Pushed 80 Feet. 





TWO WOMEN INJURED 





Motorman Pinned Under Plat- 
form and Other Men Hurled 
Over Embankment, 





In a collision between a freight train 
and a street car at a dangerous grade 
crossing in East St. Louis, Tuesday, 22 
passengers on the stréet car, four of 
them women, and several of them St. 
Lotisans, tried in vain to crawl through 
windows while the train pushed the car 
80 feet and wrecked it. 

Motorman Mike Crain received dan- 
gerous injuries. Two women passengers 
were badly hurt, and eight men were 
buried under the wreckage or hurled 
over an embankment, 

Firemen, policemen and volunteers 
had to lift the heavy platform to extri- 
cate Crain. His right leg and left arm 
were broken, and he was internally in- 
jured. He is at St. Mary’s Hospital. 

The Injured Passengers. 

Mrs. William Postelwaite of 2200 Gaty 
avenue was cut by flying glass and her 
back was sprained. 

Miss Annie Hilgert of 224 Winstanley 
avenue tried to jump through a closed 
window, and her face, neck and shoul- 
ders were lacerated.

MAKES LETTER PUBLIC 





Declares It Has Long Been 
Customary to Serve Intoxi- 
cants at Dinners. 





JEFFERSON CITY,-—Nov. 24.—Attor- 
ney-General Hadley gave out today the 
following_letter in reply to communica- 


State, asking for information in’ refer- 
ence to the recent Republican banquet 
held in the’ City of St. Louis: 

Nov. 24, 1908.—Dr. G. W. Petty, Neva- 
da, Mo.—Dear Sir: I beg to acknowledge 
receipt of your letter uf Noy. 20, in ref- 
erence to the banquet given by the Re- 
publican City Committee of 8t. Louis, 
Nov. 14. In your letter you state that 
you have been told that after I ‘had 
emptied a bottle of heer, I handed it to 
the chairman, with which he proceeded 
to call the banqueters to order.” I am 
advised from other sources that similar 
stories are going the rounds of the Dem- 
ocratic press. 

“Story a Fabrication.” 


- 
“This story is a pure fabrication. f 
do not see how any misundérstanding 
can exist in reference to what occurred 
at this banquet. The banquet was par- 
ticipated in by something over 2000 peo- 
ple and in addition, 5000 or 6000 ocupied 
seats as spectators in the Coliseum. All 
of the newspapers of St. Louls were rep- 
resented by one or more reporters, who 
sat within a few feet of me and saw all 
that occurred during the evening. I was 
a guest at the banquet and had nothing 
more to do with the management of it 
than you did. 

“That beer was served there is no 
question, nor was there the slightest ef- 
fort made to conceal this fact, I am at 
a loss to understand why so much im- 
portance should be attached to this fact. 
I undertake to say that there has not 
been a banquet given by the leading 
commercial organizations of St. Louis, 
Kansas City or St. Joseph in the last 
50 years but that wines and liquors have 
been served, and this has been the gen- 
eral practice at all political banquets 
given in the State. 

“T have, in company with the leading 
business and professional men, includ- 
ing ministers, attended many of these 
banquets inthe course of the last 15 
years, but I never attended a banquet 
.where there was less disorder pr less_in- 
dications of the use of intoxicating 
liquors than there was at the banquet 
given by the RepubBlicans of St. Louis on 
the occasion referred to. 

“There was certainly nothing that 
occurred to justify anyone in referring 
to it as a ‘bacchanalian festivity.’ And 
only the most unfair partisanship or 
unreasoning prejudice could cause any- 
one to so describe it. Further, such a 
description does a marked injustice to 
the splendid audience of spectators who 
witnessed the banquet, and to the hun- 
dreds of business and professional men, 
including ministers; from all portions of 
the State who participated in the ban- 
quet itself. ® 

His Position on Liquor Question. 

“I wish further to say that during 
the course of the campaign just closed, 
I endeavored to make my} position in 
reference to the so-called ‘liquor ques- 
tion™entirely clear to the people of Mis- 
sourl. I stated unequivocally that I was 
opposed to State-wide prohibition for 
the reason that I did not believe that 
the cause of temperance and good gov- 
ernment would be subserved thereby. I 
did say, however, that if I was elected 
Governor, I would enforce the dramshop 
laws of the State, and that I was un- 
alterably opposed to the lawless saloon 
keeper who tries to elect our public of- 
ficials for his own protection.

TORNADO KILLS 
SCORE UR MORE 
IN ARKANSAS 


Several Small Towns Are 
Wiped Off Map, Immense 
Tract Devastated. 





LITTLE ROUK, Ark., Nov. 24.—What 
the actual conditions are in Western 
Arkansas, where it is known there are 
many dead, seyeral score injured and 
|smany. penniless Victims of the two tor- 

nadoes which swept through that por- 
tion of this’Stat late yesterday is yet 
a matter largely of conjecture. 

It. is impossible to make even an ac- 
curate estimaté’ of the number of per- 
sons killed. Reports indicate that cer- 
tainly as many as 20 were killed and 
possibly 60. mgd are. said to have 
been injured: 

Although la forces of men have 
worked thro last night endeavoring 
to éstablish ¢ommunication with that 
section, their work this morning is still 
incomplete. 

Great Tracts Swept Bare. 

No estimates are made as to the 
property loss. Judging from all reports 
received thus far, however, it will go 
into the hundreds of thousands. 

Miles upon miles of land have been 
swept bare. Forests, homes, business 
houses, churches and everything have 
been demolished alike 
munities. 

Several dispatches say that whole 
forests of trees were torn out by their 
roots and that buildings that were not 
demolished were lifted from their foun- 
dations and twisted around. 

From the towns of Berryville and 
Cravens the most definite reports are 
roceived. At the former three persons 
were injured and the property loss is 
roughly estimated at between $25,000 and 
$40. 000. 


Family of Four Killed, 

At Cravens four persons are known to 
be dead, members of the family of John 
Rosin, a farmer, who were caught un- 
der the falling timbers of their bome. 
L. G. Holt and wife, an aged couple, 
were seriously injured, and may die. 

Hight’ persons who took refuge in & 
store were caught in the crash of the 
building. All were injured, and eight 
others are reported missing. 

Practically all the larg buildings 
were demolished or badly damaged. 

From Knoxville, a dispatch received 
this morning states that the village of 
Barr, four miles from that place, was 
wrecked. Sectien men who went to 
the scene state that the intermediate 
country has been laid waste by wind 
and hail, the hall in some places stand- 
ing six inches deep. 


Piney Suffered Big Loss. 

The town of Piney, a German settle- 
ment on the Iron Mountain Railroad, 
located between Knoxville and London, 
suffered the most, according to reports 
received thus far. 

Five business houses and a number 
of homes were destroyed, according to 
reports. 

The estimated number of dead is 
from one to twenty. 

Physicians and hastily made up relief 
parties Were sent from Knoxville to 
Barr and Piney. 

In the vicinity of Mulberry five per- 
sons are reporteg killed and others in- 
jured. 

At Lodi one woman was sericusly 
injured and the Methodist Church and 
several other buildings were destroyed, 

Unconfirmed rumors of damage and 
loss of life have come from Jethro, Lon- 
don, Lewinville and Patterson. 

Two tornadoes coming from different 
directions are said to have met near 
Ozark.

NEW YORK Nov. 2—John D. Rock- 
efeller’s trying ordeal on the witness 
stand may end today. It is nearly « 
week since the president of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. voluntarily went on the 
stand as a witness for the defense in 
the Government's suit to dissolve the 
corporation. For two days his task 
was comparatively easy and apparent- 
ly not unpleasant. 

Under the kindly guidance of his.own 
attorneys, Mr. Rockefeller told in the 
form of a story the early history of his 
company, of the struggles by which 
many obstacles were: overcome and of 
its latter growth and prosperity. Then 
came the cross-examiner, Frank B. 
Kellogg, and with him came a change in 
the demeanor of the witness. Mr. Kel- 
logg’s familiarity with many details of 
the great business is known to be 
equal almost to that of Mr. Rockefeller.

MR. TAFT’S FIRST FROWN. 

The first inspired utterance of the new Presi- 
dent falls from Representative Burton of Ohio, 
who, after an interview with Mr. Taft, intimates 
that Mr. Cannon cannot be re-elected speaker un- 
less he stands out of the way of genuine tariff 
reform. We must accept this as a notice to Mr. 
Cannon that unless he makes certain promises to 
the incoming administration it will exert itself to 
secure his defeat by the new House of Represen- 
tatives. 

It is creditable to Mr. Taft to be found insisting 
upon the observance of party pledges, but in at- 
tempting to reorganize Congress and to discipline 
Mr. Cannon he exceeds his authority and he shows 
lack of familiarity with conditions existing in 
his own party. 

In the executive department the Republican 
party has become bureaucratic and dictatorial. In 
the legislative department the Republican party 
has become oligarchic. Mr. Cannon does not domi- 
nate the House by his own force and ambition. 
He is merely the agent of a coterie pledged to the 
interests which exercises despotic power over na- 
tional legislation. Even if he were to.be defeated 
the man who tdok his place would probably be of 
the same general type. . 

Mr. Taft became the candidate of the Republi- 
cans not because he was known to favor certain 
reforms, but in spite of that fact. The election of 
an amiable and well-disposed man to the preaj- 
dency has not changed in'any respect the char- 
acter and public aims of the: men who actually 
control the Republican party. This will be clear 
to everybody very soon. 
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NO TOLL GATE FOR ST. LOUIS. 

A newspaper organ of the Terminal Trust la- 
ments the fact that the free bridge enterprise has 
become entagled in the public mind with the 
question of terminal extension. “In point of fact,” 
it says, “there is no relation whatever between 
the two.” 

The insincerity, not ‘to say the falsity, of such 
assertions as this is what steels the hearts of 
well-informed St. Louisans against the Terminal 
Association. The intimate connection of the free 
bridge project not only with plans for improved 
terminals but with actual relief from the exac- 
tions of the trust is too well known in this town 
to be denied. If the trust survives the Govern- 
ment’s prosecution, nothing but the free bridge 
will ever give the commercial interests of this 
community the relief they demand. 

The monopoly is perfectly correct in its con- 
tention that St. Louis should have improved ter- 
minal facilities. It is altogether wrong in hold- 
ing that adequate relief can be secured by. ex- 
tending and tightening its own grip on the 
town. All its agents, attorneys and beneficiaries 
know this as well as the people do, and they only 
exasperate the public when they deny it. 

The toll gate disappeared from most country 
roads many years ago. The toll gate maintained 
at St. Louis by the Terminal Association must 
be removed. There must be a free city here, and 
it must be accessible to all the world by a free 
bridge.

SOCKS AND A HUSBAND. 

The wife of a St. Louis street-car conductor 
who admitted a desire to be rid of her husband 
testified before the Police Board that she had 
tried to accomplish the desired end by burning a 
pair of his socks. She said that she paid a 
negro “mammy” $25 to learn that socks as a burnt 
offering would cause her husband to die the next 
day on his car. The scheme failed. The husband

NLY by brute force (said the Phil- 
C) osopher) did a man ever triumph!

The dominating power of women lies 
in their negative \qualities.

Left of Talk. 


HOT SPRINGS, Va., Nov. 24.—The na- 
tion may never know precisely what are 
the opinions of Mrs. Taft ori the subject 
of Japanese pugs and gardening and 4 
number of other things. For which Wil- 


liam Howard Taft, President-elect, will 
be to blame. She gave her opinions on 
these subjects to a woman correspondent 
and the prospect seemed bright for the 
rest of the people to find out about 
them, but there was a string to the in- 
terview. At its close Mrs. Taft gently 
suggested that she would like to have 
the dispatch shown to Mr. Taft before 
it was sent. The correspondent gra- 
ciously acquiesced. And Mr. Taft ruth- 
Tessly cut out all about Japanese pugs 
and gardening and several other things. 
The woman correspondent tells the 
story of how she got a delightful and 
interesting interview with Mrs. Taft and 
of how Mr. Taft took it away from her: 
“Seated in the big living, room of the 
bungalow, I had one of the most delight- 
ful talks imaginable with this splendid 
intelligent woman. It was interesting to 
hear Mrs. Taft express her views as to 
what she thought the duties and obliga- 
tions of a President’s wife were toward 
the nation, She also talked of a num- 
ber of episodes in the social life of the 
White House that have come under her 
observation during her long seatsonce in 
Washington. 


Discusses Many Subjects: 

“We discussed society and what the 
national capital might become as a real 
social_centre of America; we suggested 
that New York City should learn to 
understand that there are others in this 
great country quite ‘worthy of becoming 
members of the ‘400.’ We agreed that 
the ‘400’ was not necessarily representa- 
tive of the nation. We talked of a na- 
tional society which should be composed 
of the best people in the land, a society 
not founded on the dollar, but on cul- 
ture, art, statesmanship. These things, 
combined with the fact that Washington 
is the center of the diplomatic life of 
this country, would;make it ideally the 
social center of America, and Mrs. Taft 
agreed that it‘could and should be. We 
talked of gardening and Japanese pugs 
and many other things. 

“Mrs. Taft's views on all these sub- 
jects were of course extremely interest- 
ing, and at the end of an hour’s talk 
the charming hostess sald: 

‘* ‘Tf any of our talk is to be published, 
won’t you please let Mr. Taft see your 
dispatch before you send it?’ -Of course 
I said I would, and I did.the same even- 
ing. 

“Mr. Taft evidently found the inter- 
view interesting, because he exclaimed 
to Mrs. Taft: 

“It is one thing to say all these things 
in conversation with Miss Rodgers, but | 
quite another to say them to the public, ’ 
and then he calmly and smilingly cut all 
that I had written except a fragment, 
which was duly ‘censored’ by the 
President-elect. :

ORANGE COLOR UNDERWEAR 
FOR PHILIPPINE SOLDIERS 


Expected to Exclude Heat Rays of 
Tropic Sun and Protect 


Men’s Health. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. %—As an @xX- 
periment, orange-colored underwear and 
hat linings are to be worn by 5000 sol- 
diers in the Philippines next year. Tests 
have revealed that plants under orange 
glass grew less rapidly than under any 
other shade, and less than half as fast 
as plants entirely exposed to the rays 
of the sun. 

Other tests showed that black and 
red abserb the rays of the sun, while 
blue and green disintegrated the rays, 
dispersing them effectively. Orange, al- 
though containing some red, practically 
prevented the passage of the rays of 
heat; it is the orange colored glass that 
the photographer uses to exclude rays 
of light from the dark room. 

Close .medical observations will be 
made of the orange soldiers for @ com- 
parison of their health with that of sol- 
diers wearing white underwear.
